On December 25, 1898, Canada issued what is often referred to as the 
world’s first Christmas stamp. Although issued on Christmas Day and bear- 
ing the words “Xmas 1898,” the main purpose of the stamp was to com- 
memorate the extension of the “Imperial Penny Post” throughout the 
1 British Empire. 


Beginning on December 25, 1898, a one penny rate, equivalent to two 
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E'HOLD EE EMPIRE THAN WAS BEEN” BEEN” |6 cents Canadian, covered the basic first class letter rate between most 
SE Se aaa aaa a a a a a | parts of the British Empire, with the exception of the Australian states and 
a few other places. The rate was designed as an inexpensive way to tie together the different parts of the British Em- 
pire via the mails. 

The design features a large world map, with the heading of an imperial crown directly over Canada and between the 
words “Canada Postage.” The map shows the different parts of the British Empire in red. The design was based on a 
popular world map published by George R. Parkin in 1893. Parkin was a longtime advocate of unity in the British Em- 
pire. He suggested the map design when Canadian Postmaster General Sir William Mulock (1843-1944) consulted 
Parkin for ideas for a suitable design. 

Below the map is “Xmas 1898” and the words “WE HOLD A VASTER EMPIRE THAN HAS BEEN.” These words were taken 
from “Song of Empire,” a poem written by the British poet Sir Lewis Morris (1833-1907) to celebrate Queen Victoria’s 
Golden Jubilee in 1887. 

Some 20 million copies of the stamps were printed from December 1898 to December 1899, and Mulock ordered that 
half be printed with the ocean in lavender (Scott #85) and half in blue (Scott #86). Other shades exist.
